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BOOK-HAWKING IN ENGLAND. 
From the London Times. 


It may not, perhaps, be known to some of our readers that of late 
years a systematic plan has been adopted in many counties in England 
for supplying the poorer classes with healthy literature. To this scheme 
the name of “ Book-Hawking” is now universally applied. Thename is 
not in itself significant of any definite aim, for books, unfortunately, may 
be either good or bad; but be that as it may, the title is now conceded 
to the use of those who would circulate the former. 

The scheme arose from an evident hiatus in the educational system. 
Schools throughout the country were improved to an extent which it is 
now difficult to estimate rightly. A taste was given for reading, and a 
certain number of scholars were sent out annually into the world with 
an appetite for healthy food, but with very little power of satisfying that 
appetite, save with the most unwholesome stimulants. Adult schools, 
moreover, rather added to the difficulty ; for the plowboy, or the artisan, 
showing by his voluntary attendance a certain desire for learning, was 
utterly unable to prosecute his studies at home from lack of the necessary 
materials. ‘True, there was the bookseller’s shop in the neighboring 
town, but practically its doors were shut to a greasy suit, a fustian jacket, 
or asmock-frock. 

Meanwhile the emissaries of evil were actively at work. While men 
slept the enemy sowed tares. The haunts of the lower classes were 
flooded with literature of the vilest character. It was proved in evi- 
dence, given before the House of Commons in the year 1851, that the 
sale of immoral and infidel publications amounted to 29,000,000 annually. 
It is difficult to take in figures, but it is appalling be to told by the 
Edinburgh Review, that this is more than the total issue of the Society 
for the Promotion of Christian Knowledge, the Religious Tract Society, 
the British and Foreign Bible Society, the Scottish Bible Society, the 
Trinitarian Bible Society, and some seventy religious magazines com- 
bined. Handbills, too, and pictures of a depraved character were being 
widely spread abroad. 

There were sold of the last dying speech and confession of Good, 
1,650,000 ; of Courvoisier, 1,666,000 ; of the Mannings, 2,000,000; of Rush, 
2,700,000; and of Greenacre, 2,666,000. The trash sold with reference 
to Palmer’s case must have greatly exceeded any of the above sales. 
Nor was there any mystery as to the way in which such fan enormous 
circulation was obtained for these publications. Hawkers plied their 
trade in town and country, and brought their literary wares to the very 
door of the laborer’s cottage. 

But why were those who thus sought to poison society to monopolize 
the hawking system? Would not the laborer, it was asked, purchase 
books of a higher character, if they were, in like manner, forced into his 
notice? Such thoughts floated in men’s minds. It fell to the lot of the 
Archdeacon of Winchester to give them consistency and reality. In the 
year 1851, with the sanction and willing co-operation of the bishop of the 
diocese, he inaugurated a systematic scheme for the employment of re- 
spectable book-hawkers throughout Hampshire. The county was par- 
celled out into three divisions. Operations were at once commenced in 
the neighborhood of Southampton andin the New Forest ; and at the ex- 
piration of twelve months it was found that the hawker had sold books 
to the amount of £183. This success fully warranted the extension of 
the scheme, and accordingly in a short time two other hawkers were 
engaged for the remaining divisions of the county, who prosecuted their 
labors with similar success. It may be supposed that attention was soon 
drawn to their efforts. Imitators sprung up on all sides. Public 
meetings were held; influential laymen presided, and in many instances, 
societies, avowedly modelled after the pattern of that started in Hamp- 
shire, were inaugurated with considerable éclat. The arch-dioceses of 
Canterbury and York were content to follw the lead of Winchester, The 
dioceses of Chichester, Hereford, Lincoln, London, (Essex) Norwich, 
Oxford, Peterborough, Rochester and Worcester, soon swelled the 
train, and at the present moment an association for the county of Derby 
is in process of formation. In some of the dioceses mentioned above, 
two, three, or even four book-hawkers are kept in constant employ- 
ment. 

The modus operandi is as follows: The hawker, with a good selection 
of books, goes to some central spot where he finds a lodging. From this 
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centre he radiates to the neighboring towns and villages with his pack 
on his back. His orders are to visit every house, and although in some 
cases he meets with an uncivil refusal, yet, generally speaking, even if 
no sale is effected, he is at any rate received kindly. As soon as the 
villages round the centre selected have been thoroughly worked, he 
passes on to another district: It has been found that about two visits in 
the course of a year to each place are sufficient. 

Tt might, however, be expected, that as the country got better sup- 
plied with books, the demand would decrease. Bunt, practically, this is 
not the case. On the contrary, U’appetit vient en mangeant. The more 
we circulate books, the greater the desire for them. This is evident 
from the report just published for the northern division of Hants. We 
here find that in the space of eleven months books and tracts were sold 
by the hawker to the amount of £217 10s. 8d. Although many associa- 
tions, such as those in Leicestershire, Sussex, Kent, Norwich and Surrey, 
have effected sales of a considerable amount, yet we believe that the 
above sum is the largest whicn has yet been realized by any book-hawk- 
ing association in so short a space of time. 

It is interesting to see the nature of the books which are most popu- 
lar. “ Bunyan’s Pilgrim’s Progress” and “ Bogatzky’s “Golden Trea- 
sury” always find a ready sale. Milton has many admirers, “ Johnson’s 

Dictionary” more. Ohurch services, well got up, are in great request 
among domestic servants. Cheap books on the war, published by 
Routledge, were eagerly purchased. “ Richmond’s Annals of the Poor,” 
a history of the county, ‘Robinson Crusoe,” and “ Paxton’s Cottage 
Gardener’s Calendar,” are all most popular. Pictures published by Her- 
ring, Baxter, and the Society for the promotion of Christian Knowledge, 
are gradually superseding the-Epistle to Agbarus. THalf-penny and farth- 
ing books are sold by the gross. 

Now it will be evident that in the practical carrying out of such a 
scheme great care is required. Fears were at first entertained lest the 
hawker should be turned into an engine of proselytism. The high 
churchman and the low churchman alike conjured up spectres of their 
own imagination. But such fears have proved groundless. The good 
sense of the majority has prevailed. It is quite clear that, however 
eager men may be to advance their own opinions, they must look for some 
other engine tor the purpose than book-hawking. If the hawker is to go 
into every parish, as it is wished he should do, the success of the system 
would be at once perilled if the contents of his box were of a party char- 
acter. Look-hawking makes war upon infidelity and immorality, not 
upon this or that party in the church. Here is common ground where 
the two extremes may meet. 

There is another point which we would strongly urge upon all those 
who are interested in this movement. It seems to us of great import- 
ance that the hawker’s pack should be amply supplied with good books of 
a secular character. Many there are who would turn away from a pro- 
fessedly religious book, who might yet be tempted by some useful or en- 
tertaining secular work. This class of customers is not to be neglected, for 
if we do not occupy the field with books of a healthy tone, somebody 
else will find a sale for those very publications which we are so anxious 

- to_supersede. 

Great variety in the hawker’s pack is essential to the full develop- 
ment of the scheme. Bunyan’s “ Pilgrim’s Progress” must not be thrust 
down a man’s throat whether he will or not. He must have a selection 
of useful and elevating secular books brought to his very door, and in 
this way a taste for something better still may be gradually introduced. 
The possession of a few books really worth reading may enable him to 
employ himself profitably at home, and allure him from the attractions 
of the alehouse. We may humanize first, and then gradually evangelize. 

The practical carrying out of such an agency as we have described is, 
of course, expensive. These travelling salesmen are usually paid as 
much as a guinea a week, and it is found that, notwithstanding the ex- 
ercise of the utmost economy, asum of from £70 to £80 a year is re- 
quired to cover the expenses of each hawker. This total is made up 
partly by the profit derived from the sale of books. There is one item 
in the expenditure of the various societies which calls for a remark. 
Each hawker has to pay £4 a year for his license. It seems to us that 
government might be fairly asked to take the remission of this tax into 
their consideration. As far as the Exchequer is concerned, the amount 
is utterly insignificant, but to the societies the boon of £4 a year would 
be a welcome addition to their funds. We do not think that there would 
be any great difficulty in introducing intosome act of parliament a clause 
by which book-hawkers of respectability, under certain restrictions and 
with certain qualifications, might be exempted from this tax. Book- 
hawking societies are, in fact, carrying on the education of the country, 
and whatever sum the Exchequer lost by the remission of the tax might 
be looked upon as an educational grant. Wherever book-hawking has 
been fairly tried, it has eventually succeeded, and there is no reason why 
in time every county in England should not be regularly worked by its 
own special book-hawker.

WPiterary Intelligence. 


Tennyson has a new volume of poems nearly ready for the press, Th 
Literary Gazette says, “ It will, we are informed, consist of two poems, both 
of considerable length, and in blank verse, and the subject of each dra 
from that storehouse of Arthurian romance, which has already afforded sy h 
rich material to his genius in the “ Morte d’Arthur,” and “The Lad - 
Shalott.” The story of one is the enchantment of Merlin, that of the other j 
derived from the romance of Eric or Geraint, published by Lady Charlotte 
Guest, in her edition of the “ Mabinogian.” 


Herr Orgelbrandt, the publisher of Wilna, is preparing a new diction 

of the Polish language, the materials for which will be supplied by some of 
the most eminent philologists of that country. Besides those words which 
are purely Polish, there will be a large collection of foreign words which 
have in the course of time been so familiarly used as to have become ingop. 
porated in the language ; also the different scientific, artistic, and commercial 
terms, the names of the coins, weights, and measures employed by the prin- 
cipal nations of Europe, and a history of the mythology of the Scandinavians 
and the other principal races. From what we have seen of the proof sheets 
the editor seems to have taken the German dictionary of the brothers Grimm 
and that of the Académie Frangaise as the model for this important work, 
The meaning of words and explanation of terms are given in Polish, but it 
is expected that a German translation will soon make its appearance, since 
the general curiosity and interest for the literature of Poland, but especially 
for its poetry and fiction, is greatly on the increase. 


The German papers announce the death, at Stettin, aged 56, of Karl 
Heinrich Hermes, of inflammation of the brain. Hermes was well known 
in Germany as a writer and journalist of no mean talent. He was succes- 
sively editor of the Cologne newspaper, the States Gazette,a Bremen journal, 
and, at his death, of the North German Journal, published at Stettin. Hehad 
in his editorial capacity exercised considerable influence in the pohtical as 
well as the literary world. 


A work which will not be without utility is in preparation in Paris, 
namely, a collection of the poems written in Latin by moderns of all nations, 
from the Renaissance down to the present time. 


The popularity of Walter Scott continues undiminished in France. Inn. 
merable editions of his works have already appeared in that country, and 
copies of one or other of them are to be found in almost every circulating 
library: yet the publication of a new edition of his complete works, in a su- 
perior style, at about two shillings English the volume, has just been com- 
menced by some of the principal Paris publishers; and other reprints are 
being made at an infinitely cheaper rate. 


A continuation of Baronio’s work, “'The Annals of the Church,” will be 
ublished, in the course of a few days, in Rome, in three volumes ; they are 
o- Father Theiner, and are dedicated to the Emperor of Austria, Theiner 
has devoted the last ten years of his life to this work, and given to it the 
most unwearying diligence and labor; the mass of MSS. which he has con- 
sulted in the course of his studies is said to be enormous. 


The trustees of the new fund of 2,500/., so liberally given by Mr. John 
Shakespeare for the completion of the preservation and separation of the 
house at Stratford-upon-Avon in which Shakespeare was born, have pre- 
ceeded with great success in their undertaking. They have just purchased 
the two properties, one on each side of the house in Henley-Street, known as 
“ Banke’s property,” for 1,000/., and as “ Warden’s property,” for 4501. Of 
these two plots of ground, with the buildings upon them, the trustees will be 
in possession at Lady-day next, when, we conclude, they will lose no time in 
prosecuting the work of isolation, in order to avoid, in the first instance, all 
chance of demolition by fire. This is very satisfactory; and during the 
spring and summer the trustees will apply the rest of the money in their 
hands to the further accomplishment of the object in view, in order to render, 
as far as possible, the birthplace of Shakespeare as imperishable as his works.

From the London Publishers’ Circular, November 1. 

The number of books issued has greatly increased since the publication of 
our last number, and the announcements that we now make, taken in conjune- 
tion with those then made, enable us to form a tolerably correct opinion on the 
prospects of the ensuing publishing season. These certainly present no remark- 
able features ; few of our most distinguished writers, if we except the rumored 
new serial by Thackeray, are in the field with novelty; and a tendency to 
rely for publishing successes upon reputation already acquired appears to be 
the chief characteristic which marks present announcements. This is evi- 
denced by the number of expensive illustrated editions which, as well as 
cheap editions of works already popular, are in the market ; and, taken alto- 
gether, is a sign of a wholesome revolution in the public taste, which no 
longer seeks gratification in mere novelty. Nevertheless, there are several 
new books announced which call for attention, and which seem, judging from 
their titles, subjects, and external character, to be of a class certainly not be- 
low the average of other times. On the whole, without any reason to expect 
a great, we have cause to look forward to a good publishing season.

Grorce Rovutteper & Co. send us “ The Poets of the Nineteenth Century. 
Selected and edited by the Rev. Robert Aris Willmott, incumbent of Bear- 
wood.” This is a very beautiful volume, excellently printed on tinted paper, 
and illustrated with one hundred engravings ty the brothers Dalziel. 
Every English Poet of Eminence, with scarce an exception, contributes one 
or more pieces to this collection, and the editor seems to have been guided 
in his selection by a chaste and elegant taste as well as sound judgment. He 
has judiciously reprinted various poems of much interest in themselves, but 
whose authors have in the lapse of years become obscured by more brilliant 
lights. The same publishers favor us with some of their new cheap publica- 
tions. ‘ The First Lieutenant's Story,” by Catharine Long; “ Marguerite de 
Valois,” by Alexandre Dumas, and “ My Cousin Nicholas,” by the Author of 
“The Ingoldsby Legends.” “ Our Miscellany, (which ought to have come out 
but didn’t), containing Contributions by W. Harassing Painsworth, G. P. R. 
Jacobus, 'T. B. Macawley, Jonas Hanway, A—— T: , Albert Smiff, M. 
Fupper, Charles Diggins, Edgardo Pooh, Samuel Warrink, Professor Strong- 
fellow, and other eminent authors, edited by E. H. Yates and R. B. Brough,” 
is an amusing series of burlesques, in the style of the “ Rejected Addresses,” 
pronounced by English critical journals to be a success. 


J. S. Repriecp has issued a volume of thirty Outline Compositions by F. 
O. C. Darley, illustrating Sylvester Judd’s “ Margaret, a Tale of the Real and 
Ideal; including Sketches of a Place not before described, called Mons 
Christi.” The subject, in many respects, has been judiciously selected by the 
artist ; he gives to a work of much vigor and nervous strength that refine- 
ment of art in which, more than anything else, it is deficient; and though 
the works of author and artist must, in a measure, be independent of each 
other, they will combine to produce an impression of completeness. Indeed, 
while the peculiar merit of “Margaret” has not escaped recognition, ite 
circle has been somewhat limited; but it will, no doubt, be rescued by Dar- 
ley from its present comparative obscurity. These drawings have engaged 
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the attention of the artist, more or less, during the last ten years, and will 
undoubtedly add largely to a reputation already among the first in America. 
As these illustrations are in outline, they subject the artist to a harder ordeal 
than compositions of other classes; he is restricted within severe and narrow 
limits for his effects, which, however, when produced, are more wonderful in 
the impression they create. In this instance the pencil rivals the pen in de- 
seriptive capabilities. Characters are introduced whose individuality, by a 
few simple lines, is as distinctly defined as could be done in pages of print, 
and the accessories to each picture are so suggestive as to tell the story with 
all the clearness of words. The engraving has been performed with much 
skill and fidelity by Konrad Huber. From the same publisher we have re- 
ceived the “ Autobiography of a Female Slave,” professing, as the title im- 
ports, to give the personal experience of a female slave. 


Murr, Orton & Mutucan publish a new work Ly §. G. Goodrich— 
the far-famed “ Peter Parley "—entitled ‘‘ Recollections of a Lifetime,” in 
which he relates in a series of letters the prominent incidents of his life. In 
the first letter he thus expresses his design :—“ What I propose is this: yen- 
turing to presume upon your sympathy thus far, I invite you to go with me, 
in imagination, over the principal scenes I have witnessed, while I endeavor 
to make you share in the impressions they produced upon my own mind. 
Thus I shall carry you back to my early days, to my native village, the 
‘sweet Auburn’ of my young fancy, and present to you the homely country 
life in which I was born and bred. Those pastoral scenes were epics to my 
childhood; and though the heroes and heroines consisted mainly of the dea- 
cons of my father’s church and the school-ma’ams that taught me to read and 
write, I shall still hope to inspire you with a portion of the loving reverence 
with which I regard their memories. I shall endeavor to interest you in 
some of the household customs of our New England country life, fifty years 
ago, when the Adams delved and the Eves span, and thought it no stain upon 
their gentility. I shall let you into the intimacy of my boyhood, and permit 
you to witness my failures as well as my triumphs. In this the first stage of 
my career, I shall rely upon your good nature, in permitting me to tell my 
story in my own way. If I make these early scenes and incidents the themes 
of a little moralizing, I os for your indulgence. 

“From this period, as the horizon of my experience becomes somewhat en- 
larged, I may hope to interest you in the topics that naturally come under 
review. As you are well acquainted with the outline of my life, I do not 
deem it necessary to forewarn you that my history presents little that is out 
of the beaten track of common experience. I have no marvels to tell, no 
secrets to unfold, no riddles to solve. It is true that in the course of a long 
and busy career, I have seen a variety of men and things, and had my share 
of vicissitudes in the shifting drama of life; still the interest of my story 
must depend less upon the importance of my revelations than the sympathy 
which naturally belongs to a personal narrative. I am perfectly aware that 
in regard to many of the events I shall have occasion to describe, many of 
the scenes I shall portray, many of the characters I shall bring upon the 
stage, my connection was only that of a spectator ; nevertheless, I shall hope 
to impart to them a certain life and reality by arranging them continuously 
upon the thread of my remembrances.” 

C. M. Saxton & Co. issue “Morgan Horses;” in which this celebrated 
breed is thoroughly treated of; giving descriptions of the most noted, with 

edigrees, ete. In addition, the volume contains directions for Breeding, 
reaking, and Management. ‘There are several illustrations of favorite ani- 
mals. 

D. Appteton & Co. have just published the ‘Cyclopedia of Sermons: 
containing Sketches of Sermons on the Parables and Miracles of Christ, on 
Christian Missions, on Scripture Characters and Incidents; on Subjects ap- 
propriate for the Sick-room, Family Reading, and Village Worshi p, and 
some Special Occasions,” by Jabez Burns, D.D. As expressed in the title, 
this volume includes a great variety of outline sermons, the pith and marrow 
of discourses delivered at different times, by a number of divines of different 
sects. There will be no need to dwell upon the peculiar value and applica- 
tion of such a compilation. “ Milledulcia: a Thousand Pleasant Things,” is 
a collection of curious information, selected from the pages of “ Notes and 
Queries,” a weekly paper, published in London, and designed as a medium of 
intercommunication for literary men, artists, antiquaries, genealogists, é&c. 
This happy thought has been well carried out, and the volume—a very neat 
and pretty small 4to,—is filled with odds and ends of history, criticism, and 
general learning; commentaries on strange customs, explanations of obscure 
sayings, origin of peculiar observances, &e., in an agreeable and piquant 
mélange. 

A. 8. Baryes & Co. issue the fourth American edition of Gregory's “ IIand- 
Book of Organic Chemistry,” edited by Professor J. Milton Sanders. The 
editor observes that, ‘Perhaps the greatest difficulty to be encountered in 
the getting up of an elementary work upon Chemistry, at the present day, is 
not what to put in, but what to leave out.” The restricted capacity of an 
ordinary-sized volume operates as a limit. “Still, although not able to pre- 
sent all the interesting facts connected with our subject, students will find 
that the latest discoveries are not passed over without notice, although they 
are necessarily condensed as much as would be consistent with a thorough 
comprehension of them.” The same house also sends us “ Elements of Logic,” 
compiled by Rev. James R. Boyd, from Prof. William Barron’s lectures on 
this subject, “which were read by the learned author, during twenty-five 
sessions, in the University of St. Andrew's.” The gist of these lectures is here 
condensed in a neat, portable volume. In addition, the works of Abercrombie, 
Whateley, and other eminent logicians, have been referred to upon such 
topics, within the general subject, as Prof. Barron had neglected to treat of. 











Tae American Tract Sociery publish the second volume of their new 
edition of the Family Bible, with marginal notes, including that portion of 
the Scriptures from Psalms to Malachi. Also, a revised edition of Burder’s 
‘Village Sermons,” and Dr. Alexander’s “ Practical Truths,” This latter 
volume “Comprises about forty articles, written by Dr. Alexander in the 
latter years of his life, for the American Messenger; seven standard traetg 
on high evangelical themes, for the Tract Society’s general series; six small 
books, written in simple style, and printed in large type, to gain the atten. 
tion of common readers; selections from his Cheering Correspondence with 
the Society, and brief Sketches of his Life and Character.” 

Joun P. Jewerr & Co. send us “ Violet; or, the Cross and the Crown,” by 
Miss M. J. McIntosh. The authoress dedicates this volume “ To W. H. Apple- 
ton, President of the New York Publishers’ Association, as a testimonial 
slight it may be, yet sincere, of her gratitude, for the generous encourage. 
ment which, more than ten years ago, re-nerved her sinking heart and failing 
hand, and of the judicious counsel which has since guided her to such success 
she has attained.” 

Parry & McMutxan have issued “ Sermons, Doctrinal and Practical,” by 
Rey. William Archer Butler, M. A. The editor of the work, Prof. Jeremie of 
Cambridge University, says: “These Sermons will be found to be of no ordi- 
nary merit. They are marked by the same originality and vigor of expression, 
the same richness of imagery and illustration, the same large views and catholic 
spirit, and the same depth and fervor of devotional feeling, which so remark. 
ably distinguished the preceding series, and which rendered it a most valua- 
ble accession to our theological literature.” “ Ishmael and the Church,” by 
Lewis Cheeseman, D. D., is another work from the press of P. & MeM. It 
relates to the rise and progress of the Mohammedan creed, and the present 
religious condition of the inhabitants of the Orient.
